Is not that a mere bagatelle to the militarized 
moujik’s ability to maintain a continuous carouse on 
one-third of a cent a day How do you do it, oh little 
children of the czar? An expectant world stands agog 
awaiting your answer. 








THE recent advance in prices of and demand for 
india rubber lends especial interest to some figures just 
ptepared by the Department of Commerce and Labor 
through its Bureau of Statistics, which show the quan- 
tity and value of rubber imported into the United States 
during the current year and in a term of earlier years. 
These figures show that in both quantity and value the 
imports of the year about to end will-probably exceed 
those of any earlier year. The largest importation in 
any complete fiscal year is 5534 million pounds in the 
fiscal year 1901, and the highest value in any -earlier 
year is $31,707,630 in 1899. In the calendar year about 
to end, however, the indications are that the quantity 
imported will reach 60 million pounds and the value 
more than 40 million dollars. In the ten months ending 
with October the quantity of crude rubber imported is 
practically 50 million pounds, or, to be exact, 49,951,- 
326 pounds, and the value was $34,315,180. 
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Exports of manufactures in the calendar 


yr eget year 1904 will not only exceed the high- 
Steel. est figures of any earlier year, but may 


probably pass the $500,000,000 line, as 
against 434 millions in the high-record year, the fiscal 
year 1900, 151 millions in 1890, 103 millions in 1880, 
68 millions in 1870, and 40 millions in 1860. Not 
only will manufactures as a whole make their highest 


‘record during the present year, but this is also true of 


iron and steel manufactures, which form the largest 
group of manufactures exported and which seem likely 
to show for the calendar year a total exportation of 
130 million dollars, as against 122 millions in the high- 
record fiscal year 1900, 26 millions in 1890, 15 millions 
in 1880, 13 millions in 1870, and 6 millions in 1860. 

These estimates of the exports of manufactures of 
all classes and of iron and steel manufactures as a 
single class during the year which ends with the pres- 
ent month are based upon ten months’ figures already 
issued by the Department of Commerce and Labor 
through its Bureau of Statistics, and accepting the fig- 
ures of October as a fair measure of the prospective 
figures of December. For the ten months ending with 
October, 1904, manufactures exported amounted to 
$412,946,036 ; for the single month of October the total! 
of manufactures exported was $47,355,678. Thus, 
should the November and December exports of manu- 
factures average as high as those for the month of 
October, the total for the year would exceed $500,000,- 
ooo and stand 66 millions above the highest record 
made in the exports of manufactures during any earlier 
fiscal year, those of the fiscal year 1900, when the total 
value of manufactures exported was $433,851,750. 

Of iron and steel manufactures, the exports during 
the ten months ending with October, 1904, were $105,- 
350,418, and those of the month of October, $12,798,- 
481. Should the November and December exports 
average as high as those of the month of October, the 
total for the year would exceed 130 million dollars, 
against $121,913,548 in the fiscal year 1900. 

This increase in the value of manufactures exported 
occurs chiefly in mineral oils, copper, and manufactures 
of iron and steel. Of mineral oils, the value of the 
exports during the ten months ending with October, 
1904, was $62,601,566, against $52,786,863 in the cor- 
responding months of 1903, while measured by quan- 
tity the total exports of illuminating oils (the chief 
item under the general term of manufactured mineral 
oils) in the ten months of 1904 amounted to 641,780,- 
039 gallons, against 565,201,897 in the same months of 
1903. Of copper, the value of the exports during the 
ten months ending with October, 1904, was $60,792,- 
375, while the quantity of ingots, bars, plates and old 
copper (which form the principal articles in the group, 
manufactures of copper) showed a total exportation 
during the ten months amounting to 456,980,031 
pounds, against 239,492,542 pounds in the correspond- 
ing months of 1903. 

Of iron and steel, the total exports, as already indi- 
cated, are $105,350,418, against $81,696,786 in the cor- 
responding months of last year. In this group, manu- 
factures of iron and steel, the increases occur chiefly 
in pig iron, billets, ingots and blooms; steel rails ; steet 
sheets and plates ; locomotives ; pipes and fittings, elec- 
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trical machinery, and tin plates. Of pig iron, the ex- 
ports during the ten months ending with October 
amount to 43,354 tons, against 13,532 tons in the cor- 
responding months of last year; of billets, ingots and 
blooms 275,615 tons, against 1,084 tons in the corre- 
sponding months of last year; steel sheets and plates, 
85,370,826 pounds, against 12,698,788 pounds, in the 
corresponding months of last year; tin plates, 14,298,- 
411 pounds, as against 382,216 pounds in the same 
period of last year; railway locomotives, 439 in num- 
ber, as against 213 in the corresponding months of 
1903, the value of locomotive engines exported during 
the ten months of 1904 being $4,144,607, as compared 
with $2,411,515 in the same months of 1903. 








Some months ago THE AMERICAN AR- 

Shippers Pro-TISAN protested vehemently against the 

test. uniform bill of lading the railroads pur- 

posed to foist on the shipping interests 

of the country and from the indignant protests one 

now hears on every side it is evident that this matter 

has reached a last straw stage and shipping interests 
are determined to checkmate this scheme. 

Last week the Interstate Commerce Commission 
sitting in Chicago took up the complaints of 100,000 
shippers against the new uniform bill of lading which 
300 eastern roads propose to adopt on Jan. 1. Its 
provisions have raised a storm of protests from thous- 
ands of shippers who assert its effect will be a 20 per 
cent advance in freight rates, amounting approximate- 
ly to $268,000,000 a year. 

One speaker at this inquiry in speaking on this pro- 
posed bill of lading said: 

“The rugged, fundamental fact is that it is an attempt 
to enforce on the shipper an increase of twenty per cent 
in freight rates if the shipper insists on the common law 
liability of the carrier. The railroads will allege that this 
provision has been standing ten years. We will prove that 
it never has been enforced. 

“The freight traffic of the combined railroads of the 
country amounts to $1,500,000,000 annually. Official reports 
show that from all sources the damages paid out by the 
combined railroads of the country has never exceeded $13,- 
000,000 in one year. The total losses paid by the railroads 
amount to less than one per cent of their business, yet they 
wish to charge shippers twenty per cent. To relieve the 
railroads of their common law liability is fraught with great 
danger and amourts to an unreasonable and unjust advance 
in an attempt to increase net earnings based on a tariff that 
railroads admit to be fair.” 

Various influential bodies of shippers, such as Ilh- 
nois Manufacturers’ Association and the American 
Shippers’ Association have advanced the following 
cogent reasons for opposing this proposed bill of lad- 
ing? 

(r) It always has been customary for railroads to 
accept freight at carriers’ risk. 

(2) Railroads coniend that damage and losses have 
made the new ruling imperative, but there never has 
been a year, it is held, when the actual-loss amounted 
to more than $7,000,000. In view of this, they say, 
the plan gives the railroads a profit of $243,000,000 
a year. 


(3) If the railroads’ responsibility for freight is 


eliminated, the carriers would have no object in trac- 
ing lost freight or replacing damaged freight. 


This 
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cannot be done by shippers, who cannot afford to lose 
the goods. 

(4) An increase in freight rates in the last four 
years by changing the classifications already has 
amounted to $155,000,000 more than it would under 
the former classification. In the same time the mile- 
age has increased from 188,000 to only 200,000 miles. 

(5) The new bill of lading is not negotiable. Most 
of the railroads have admitted they desire more rev- 
enue, but the Illinois Central, Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois, and railroads in the south and west have re- 
pudiated the new bill of lading. 

The common explanation of higher railroad rates 
given by the officials of the railroads is that material 
and wages afe increasing and that it costs more to 
furnish the service. It is said, in addition, that freight 
rates are a most difficult thing to determine; that 
“there is no fixed rule or exact science that can be ap- 
plied to them,” and that only the most experienced 
traffic managers are able to say whether a certain rate 
will be remunerative to the company or not. 

We believe that these plausible railroad stories are 
pure poppycock and that. the Afro-American in the 
woodpile in this matter of an attempted horizontal ad- 
vance in rates is found in the systematic over-capitali- 
zation of railroads during the past decade and the 
necessity the railroads find themselves under of mak- 
ing good for cerulean blue in the shape of watered 
stock. 


If, then, freight rates are bound to be influenced by 


’ the capitalization of the roads every increase in that 


capitalization which does not represent actual money 
added to the road in the way of equipment will event- 
ually be reflected in rates whose justice may well be 
questioned by the public. 


That this is the milk in the cocoanut is pretty clearly 
demonstrated by a trenchant editorial in a. recent issue 
of the Chicago Tribune, which goes to the réot of the 
matter in a straightforward and convincing manner. 
We quote from this paper as follows: 


In 1900 the Chicago & Alton Railroad Company was 
leased by the Chicago & Alton Railway Company. Note 
the difference between the words “railroad” and “railway,” 
and bear in mind that they are two separate corporations. 
The railway company leases the railroad company.

During 1899 the bonds of the Chicago & Alton Railroad 
company were increased to $40,000. Interest on these bonds 
was guaranteed by the railway company. Adding this $g0,- 
000,000 guaranteed bond issue to the liabilities of the railway 














company, a grand total of $105,000,000 is secured. The 
case then stands:

Capitalization’ in 1000 it ik 105,000,000 
Other instances ‘of increased capitalization might be 
given, but they are unnecessary. The case of the Alton is 
sufficient to prove why freight rates are tending upward in- 
stead of downward. In 1900 that railroad was practically 
the same in mileage and equipment as in 1898. But it was 
capitalized for three times as much. The rates which might 
have earned a fair income on stocks and bonds in the former 
year would not have been so remunerative in the latter year. 
A curious coincidence in this case is that the year in which 
the capitalization of the Alton was so heavily increased was 
the same year in which freight rates began to advance. 

The American people are eminently fairminded and 
their sense of equity can always be appealed to safely. 
They are willing that stockholders in railroads should 
receive a fair rate of interest on their investments, 
but that is no reason why the American shipper should 
be called on to pay dividends on fictitious valuations? 

While we do not doubt that many railroad magnates 
can truly state that their lines are not bringing re- 
turns that will enable them to pay dividends on their 
present capitalizations, the fault lies with the financing 
of the roads and not with the tariffs they promulgate. 

The stockholders of an over-capitalized road are to 
be pitied, but it is more or less an exhibition of nerve 
for them through their officials to ask their customers 
in the shape of the shipping public to pay 20 per cent 
more under a jug-handled bill of lading, in order that 
the water may not be squeezed out of their stock. 

No official of any railroad whose existence is justi- 
fied by its geographical necessity and its catering to a 
sufficiently large and compactly located populace can 
present any figures showing that his railroad does not 
pay a large dividend based on the value of the original 
cost of construction—shorn of all jobbery and subsi- 
dizing—coupled to the cost of maintenance. 

Bless you, no, the dear guileless railroad men don't 
compute freight rates on any such basis as that. 

President Roosevelt is going into this rebate sys- 
tem, it would appear, and if they present a firm front 
the prospects would appear to be very bright that the 
rights of the shipper to a common rate and a reason- 
able rate may become an early actuality. 

If so it will prove a marvelous stimulus to our in- 
dustrial system, building up many a city now languish- 
ing as a victim of rank injustice as regards tariff and 
many a little fellow who can’t compete with the bigger 
guns who are in receipt of fat secret rebates.

rickety staircase leads to the filthy abodes of -passe 
demi-mondaine ? 

With unctuous hypocrisy the owners declare that it 
is really too bad that such denizens of the under- 
world happen to be their tenants, but they say, “We 
have certain houses to rent and as long as the rent 
is paid, what future concern is it of ours?” 

Some publishers put themselves on the same im- 
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moral plane as these landlords of unblushing vice by 
likewise prating that they have space for sale and 
allowing doctors who prey on the victims of immoral 
carousals, sharpers who sell oil or plantation shares 
that are fraudulent on their faces and get-rich-quick 
harpies of every ill-savored brood to use their columns 
in order to gull their readers. 

The ethics of journalism are gaining wider recog- 
nition daily. More and more publishers are refusing 
to conduct their editorial columns according to the 
dictates of political bossism and are turning the cold 
shoulder to the “home employment” and patent nos- 
trum sharks who would use their advertising pages 
in their search for easy money. 

Judging from the character of the advertising taken 
by a certain: Akron, O., journal, its advertising col- 
umns, like the charms of certain ladies, are for sale 
to anybody having the price. 

Yellow journalism with its lurid and 
wantonly unjust attacks on one of the noblest charac- 
ters who ever stood at the head of our national af- 
fairs, indirectly spurred the assassin Czolgolz to his 
dastardly crime. Happily, the yellow advertising in 
which a man who is well known in Akron, vents his 
spleen against his successful competitors is too impo- 
tent to lead to assassination of any business reputa- 
tions, but nevertheless a high standard of journalistic 
ethics should bar the admission of such yellow dia- 
tribes and muddy innuendoes which are but the hiss- 
ings of a venomous but happily emasculated spite. 

The Akron press supposedly is designed to build up 
the enterprises of that flourishing Ohio city and yet 
the Times-Democrat lends its columns to advertising 
insinuations that men who have their capital invested 
in that city and who give employment to labor are cow- 
ards, thieves, and pirates.

AN INTERESTING DECISION. 








\n interesting decision has recently been made by 
the Court of Common Pleas of Hamilton County, O., 
as they have made permanent a temporary injunction 
previously issued by whith May, Stern & Co., the well 
known Cincinnati department store, are prohibited 
from advertising “Good Will” stoves made by F. A. 
Klaine & Co., also of that city. It appears that 
this department store advertised the sale of these 
ranges, cooks and heaters at prices below the whole- 
sale prices made at the foundry, and forced these stove 
founders to secure the injunction. Under this perma- 
nent injunction, this department store are virtually re- 
strained and enjoined from advertising that they have 
the “Good Will” heating stoves or cooking stoves for 
sale at any price less than the retail price, and said 
defendants are further restrained from placing or using 
in any other advertisements, the name of F. A. Klaine 
or the name of “Good Will” in connection with any of 
the said stoves and ranges. 

This injunction is not only of interest to dealers re- 
tailing stoves but those retailing any goods. If stove 
manufacturers have the right to go into court and 
restrain department stores from making a cut rate 
price on stoves, manufacturers of hardware or any 
goods also have the right to go into court and restrain 
department stores or catalogue houses from selling 
their products at ruinously cut rates in order to draw 


trade. 
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A STEEL RANGE WITH LEGS. 


The National Stove Co., Div. of the American Stove 
Co., Lorain, O., have made a decided departure from 
excepted methods of steel range construction, as they 
are making their Lorain steel range on legs.

A NEW HEATING DEVICE. 





C. S. L. Baker, a St. Joseph, Mo., colored man, has 
invented a heating apparatus which it is claimed will 
produce heat without the use of combustion at all, 
friction being the agency employed. 

Baker’s invention consists of a steel tube surrounded 
by a jacket and inside of the tube a wooden roller cut 
into four triangular sections and arranged about a steel 
shaft. The wooden roller is five inches in diameter, 
and the inside of the tube in which it runs is six inches 
in diameter. The water chamber outside of the tube 
is ten inches’in diameter, leaving four inches in the 
water chamber. The model is about three feet long. 

It is Baker’s claim that the machine will finally do 
away with combustion for all purposes except possibly 
foundry furnaces and in other cases where great heat 
is required. For all ordinary heating purposes the 
machine he has invented will suffice.

“J. S. A.” writes: 

“I regret that A. L. E. does not agree with me on the 
catalogue house question or should consider me ‘one-sided.’ 

“I am not a champion of the catalogue house—wish 
they did not exist—but all must admit the catalogue house 
is here to stay. Cannot be driven or legislated out of busi- 
ness. Is a legitimate business and must be treated as such. 

“I am sorry my new found friend thinks I only give 
half the truth, but if he had given the subject fair con- 
sideration from an unbiased point he would hardly have 
thought of writing as he did. " 

“I, at one time, was a member of a State Retail Hard- 
ware Association and noted the retailers who were either 
still asking from 100 to 200 per cent profit or were back 
numbers as far as modern merchandisery was concerned, 
cried the loudest about the wicked catalogue house, and the 
up-to-date merchant had very little to complain of. As all 
the catalogue houses together sell only from 5 to 10 per 
cent of the hardware of this country, to whose trade do they 
seli it? The retailers who have not found out that the 
‘world do move.’ 

““A. L. E.”’ says the hardware dealers are ‘generally’ 
up-to-date, and so I stated in my former article. They, as 
a class, are the brightest class of retail merchants in the 
world, but it is the few who lose this § or 10 per cent of 
business to the catalogue houses that need waking up. 

“If my friend thinks it absurd to state the retailer is 
largely responsible for present conditions, let him ask per- 
sonally the editor of any hardware journal, and he will 
be convinced he is laboring under a misapprehension—they 
may not so state in their columns for policy sake, as they 
depend on the retailer for a subscription list, and the larger 
this list the higher their advertising rates. 

“*A. L. E.’ states no catalogue house is honest. I could 
name, if I chose, a catalogue house that is strictly honest 
and reliable, and can also name retailers more dishonest 
than any catalogue house dare be, but they are in the 
minority. 

“The catalogue house gets a good profit on a majority 
of goeds scld, and because they get more for wall paper 
than local dealers, they cannot be called dishonest—if so, the 
same line of reasoning would make the retailer dishonest, 
if he sold at higher prices than quoted by the catalogue 
house, and all who complain of the catalogue house price 
being too low would be dishonest, which I am glad to state 
is not the case. 

“T am pleased to know that ‘A. L. E.’ buys his goods 
‘right,’ and after selling the retail dealer for fourteen years 
I find every buver thinks he gets bottom, and ‘where ig- 
norance is bliss, ’tis folly to be wise.’”

PRIVATE BRANDS. 


Mr. “S.,”-New York, writes: 

“[ want to say a word in your paper on the subject of 
private brands. Various manufacturers seem to take the posi- 
tion that the use of these brands is an exaction on the part 
of jobbers Now, if the plain truth must be told, private 
brands were virtually forced on the jobbers by the manu- 
facturers, or rather by the manufacturers’ salesmen. As 
everybody knows, the manufacturers of hardware, as well 
as of other lines, had an exceedingly hard row to hoe in the 
years immediately following the panic of 1893. The ma- 
chinery which had heretofore been active was inoperative, 
large numbers of employes were wecrking only two or three 
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days a° week, and the manufacturers simply had to have 
orders or else go out of business. They sent their traveling 
salesmen out and the sales managers toid them not to be 
too nice about what kind of orders they received, just as 
long as the plants were kept running, and in many cases 
the traveling salesman was also told that it was a very 
wrong thing for him to cut prices. Here was a pretty tough 
situation for the order getters. They sell their 
standard goods in larger quantities than the market demand 
called for and to uphold prices at the same time. This, I 
believe, was the entering wedge of the special brand. While 
encouraged by the people at home to 
when such orders 


were to 


salesmen were not 
turn in orders for special brands, stiil 
came in, they were not turned down and the salesman him- 
self recognized the fact that as long as he turned in a cer- 
tain volume of orders, whether for special brands or any- 
thing else, he was certain of keeping the wolf from his own 
door, and in a market where the supply of goods far ex- 
ceeds the demand, any device for keeping business going ‘was 
adopted. You know the old the camel—once he 
got his nose under the tent, then by slow degrees the whole

animal wriggled his way inside. 

“So it was with the private brand. 
tried to renew his order with the jobber, even though times 
were better, was it not largely inevitable that he should renew 
it on the private brand basis? The manufacturers started 
this. It is up to them to endure it or stop it. At any rate, 
I don’t think they should ‘holler’ about it.”

Pedigree and planes, time and tools, longevity and 
levels are indissolubly linked with the name and 
fame of Connecticut in the manufacture of high grade 
hardware, particularly along the line of mechanics’ 
tools.

For many years the H. Chapin Sons Co., Pine Mead- 
ow, Conn., and Stephens & Co., Riverton, Conn., had 
the proud distinction of being the two oldest rule man- 
ufacturers in the United States, until their consolida- 
tion some three years or so ago as the Chapin-Stephens 
Co., with headquarters at Pine Meadow, Conn.—the 
Riverton plant being moved to that city in its entirety 
—naturally made the concern doubly powerful in the 
narrow field in which it had already specialized for 
practically three-quarters of a century. 

It was as far back as 1826 that H. Chapin, the grand- 
father of vice president H. W. Chapin, and sec.-treas. 
F. M. Chapin of this consolidated firm started a modest 
factory in Pine Meadow for the manufacture of car- 
penters’ planes. Mr. Chapin was a thorough conscien- 
tious man, and he was vastly more concerned about 
the quality of the plane he made than he was about the 
amount of profit he made on it, and naturally the Yan- 
kee mechanics of that New England commonwealth, 
with their proverbial shrewdness, soon showed a 
decided preference for dealing with a man who carried 
on his business on such ideas as this. 

Consequently, this branch of business grew rapidly 
and is now carried on on a very extensive scale by the 
present company. Later on Mr. Chapin added the 
manufacture of plumbs and levels to his specialty, using 
the same painstaking precision and careful search for 
the best material and employing the best workman- 
ship in their manufacture. 

Nine years after the starting of the firm, he began 
the manufacture of folding carpenters’ rules, and these 
rules, which are part of the kit of every artisan to- 
day, were looked upon as a delightful innovation. 

FE. M. Chapin, whose death occurred in December, 
1896, learned to carry on the business on the same 
ideas which his father believed in, and was identified 
with it as an employe until the days of the Civil War, 
when he assumed the entire management of the busi- 
ness, carrying it on with the same success which had 
marked his father’s conduct of its affairs. His sons, 
H. M. Chapin and F. M. Chapin, studied the business 
at spare times in their boyhood days, having deter- 
mined early in life that the ideals of workmanship and 
quality, which were, in a sense, a family tradition to 
be zealously guarded, should be maintained by them as 
their life work. 


In 1885 H. M. Chapin entered the employ of the 
company, and in 1889 his brother, F. M. Chapin, also 
became connected with it. 
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Reverting to the other concern in this consolidation, 
we must date back over half a century, as it was in 
1853 that L. C. Stephens and his son, D. H. Stephens, 
started the manufacture of rules at Pine Meadow, 
Conn., under the firm name of L. C. Stephens & Co. 
As the Stephens, father and son, were convinced that 
the only road to a permanent success lay through the 
excellence of their product, they were successful from 
the start. Six years later they moved to better quar- 
ters at New Hartford, Conn., and a couple of years.

NEW SHEET METAL FACTORY. 





Ferdinand Dieckmann, Cincinnati, O., manufacturer 
of one-picce galvanized iron, tin and copper elbows 
and shoes and similar goods, is having a new factory 
built which is a model of its kind and is rapidly near- 
ing completion. It is constructed entirely of concrete, 
the only lumber used being for doors and windows. 
This factory will be three stories in height and will con- 
sist of a main building 50x140 feet, to which an ell 75 
x140 feet will be attached. The warehouse for this 
firm’s raw material and their power and electric plants, 
including a 75-horsepower engine, dynamo and electric 
light equipment, will be located on the first floor. The 
machinery for the manufacture of their various roofing 
and other specialties will be located on the second floor, 
and the third floor will be utilized as a storage room 
for finished material. The galvanizing ‘vats, which will 
be in duplicate in order to prevent delays from ac- 
cidents or any other cause, will be located on the lower 
floor of the ell where the office and shipping depart- 
ment will also be found. Immediately above this will 
be the tool room of the company, and the third floor 
of this ell will be occupied for general purposes. This 
building will be an admirable exemplar of the most 
modern constructional methods. As before stated, it 
will be built entirely of concrete and the Kahn sys- 
tem of reinforced girders will be adopted. Hollow til- 
ing will be laid between these girders, and on the top 
of these the three-inch concrete floor. The columns 
for the support of these girders will also be constructed 
of concrete and will be hollow and circular in form. 
They will be, further used for the transmission of heat 
from a Sturtevant blower for heating the entire build- 


ing.

is quite general that no changes in prices or conditions 
will occur within the next month—none at least until 
the advent of the new year. 

While this feeling is just now so prevalent in the 
iron markets, notes from other sources are a little at 
variance. Melters have been unsuccessful in advanc- 
ing prices for castings. ‘The hardware market is flour- 
ishing, but, as jobbers realize, present prices are requi- 
site for the conservation of the splendid demand. The 
just-heralded panic on the New York stock exchange 
is not to be attributed entirely to the brain and influ- 
ence of any one man. Wheat has long been felt to be 
selling at prices a little too high for keen analysis. 
During the past week, both the grain and live stock 
markets showed somewhat of a falling off in demand 
and value. 

Just at present the iron and steel trades show a more 
optimistic sentiment and a less cautious deportment 
than perhaps any other. Iron prices follow, as a rule, 
in the wake of stock market fluctuations. 
be going too far to say that the very slight touch of 
discontent, hardly manifest at present in the iron mar- 
kets, may be expected to augment and solidify within 
the next six weeks, until a decided bearish movement 
materializes. 


PIG IRON. 


It is becoming only too evident that Northern fur- 
naces intend to profit greatly at the expense of their 
Southern rivals and that their expectations will be 
fulfilled. Until Northern furnaces raise their prices 
or until Southern prices drop, no heavy buying move- 
ment is to be looked for. The usual market status is 
reversed at present, and this unusual aspect has awak- 
ened some suspicion. Whatever buying was done went 
to local interests and very little found its way South. 
A change in the comparative prices of the two irons is 
confidently anticipated by all traders. Even this week 
some loca] furnaces have advanced their product to 
the basis of $16.50, Chicago, for No. 2 foundry. The 
lower price of $16.25, Chicago, is still to be had in 
abundance, however. One local furnace withdrew 
from the market this week, announcing that its prod- 
uct had been bought up for the next three months. 
Southern grades are quoted on the basis of $13.50 for 
No. 2 foundry, Birmingham. There is no talk of any 
recession from this quotation, but, on the other hand, 
higher prices are threatened with the new year.

very firm, the former having been advanced 50c a ton, 
to $17, Chicago. 

The coal and coke furnaces of the country pro- 
duced 1,480,602 tons of pig iron in November, the 
largest since the low record of July. There was again 
a decrease in the stocks on hand and the consumption 
was I11,577 tons over October. Last year the No- 
vember consumption was 400,293 tons less than Octo- 
ber. The increase over November, 1903, was 534,814 
tons, or 50 per cent. 


BILLETS. 


Forging billets are not selling especially well, but 
premiums are asked for sheet and tin bars and Bes- 
semer billets. An order for 2,000 tons of Bessemer 
sheet bars, shipments to be made within the next two 
months, brought a bonus of $1 a ton. We quote prices 
without change, carload lots, Chicago delivery, as fol- 
lows: Forging billets, 4x4 and larger, up to but not 
including 10x10, $26. Rerolling billets, Bessemer or 
open hearth, 4x4 and larger, up to .25 carbon, $24; 
up to and including .60 carbon, $1 extra. Billets, 3% 
in. and smaller, and sheet and tin bars, $26. Wire rods 
which nominally are quoted $30 Pittsburgh, may be 
shaded about $1 a ton on desirable specifications. 


IRON AND STEEL BARS. 


The recent advance to 1.65c, Chicago, for bar iron is 
being maintained with no difficulty. Mills may have 
trouble in furnishing ready shipments within a few 
weeks. Specifications for both iron and steel bars 
are improving. Maximum quotations are being asked 
for the latter product. We quote carload lots, Chicago 
delivery, as follows: . Soft steel bars and bands, 
1.46¥4c base, half extras; soft steel angles, less than 
3x3, 1.56%4c; hoops, 1.71%c, full extras. From store, 
iron bars are quoted 1.80c to 1.90c base, full extras; 
soft steel angles, channels and tees, 1.80c to 1.900, 
half extras; hoops, 2c to 2.10c rates, full extras. 


SHEETS. 


Specifications show the desired improvement and 
new business is brisk. The recent increase in price by 
mills has stimulated rather than discouraged buying.

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STRUCTURAL STEEL. 


Specifications are decidedly on the increase and new 
business is brisk. The Illinois Steel Company has com- 
menced the erection of a 28-inch beam mill at South 
Chicago. This will be adjacent to the new blooming 
mill and open hearth plant now being crested at the 
north end of the grounds. This mill will cost about 
$1,250,000 and will be in operation before the close of 
next year. Prices are without change, and we quote 
mill shipments, Chicago delivery, as follows: Beams 
and channels, 3 to 15 in. inclusive, 1.56%4c; angles, 3 
to 6 in., 44-in. and heavier, 1.56%4c; angles, larger than 
6 in. on one or both legs, 1.66%c; beams, larger than 
15 in., 1.66%4c; zees, 3-in. and over, 1.56%4c; tees, 
3-in. and over, 1.61¥%4c, with the usual extras for cut- 
ting to exact lengths, punching, coping, bending or 
other shop work. Store prices on structural materials 
are 1.80c to 1.90c for angles, beams, channels, base 
sizes, with 1.g0c to 2c for 18, 20 and 24-in. beams; 
tees and zees, 1.85c to 1.95c. These prices are for 
either random lengths or cut to lengths. 





OLD MATERIAL. 


Bearish movements in some other markets are paral- 
leled by reductions in scrap iron. There is no stam- 
pede, however and fresh strength in the pig iron mar- 
ket would probably prevent any further break. Con- 
sumers are now in a position to resist further advances 
by absolutely refusing to buy, as their stocks are large

CHICAGO HARDWARE SCRAPS. 


Those articles, which were recently advanced in 
price, not only maintain the advanced rates with no 
difficulty, but are selling as well as, if not better than, 
before. Wire and wire nails are supplying a seemingly 
inexhaustible demand. It was reported last week that 
a further advance of $4 a ton had taken place, but 
confirmation of this rumor could not be obtained. A 
cut nail advance is_announced by jobbers who are 
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now quoting at $2.05, rates—an advance of 10c. Ce- 
ment coated nails are 5c higher, at $1.80, rates. 

Imperial eaves trough hangers are quoted with a 
discount of 20 per cent. Eaves trough and conductor 
pipe are priced according to delivery, a different price 
being named for each locality. For this reason it is 
inexpedient for us to print prices. The discount on 
plow bolts has been changed to 60 and Io per cent. 
Gimlets are now listed with a discount of from 35 
per cent to 40 per cent. Auger bits are quoted as 
Clark’s Expansive, 60 per cent; Steer’s Ex- 
pansive, small list, $22.00, 30 per cent; large list, 
$26.00, 30 per cent. 

Manufacturers have advanced prices on clothes 
wringers, rivets, linseed oil, Manila and sisal rope, and 
sash weights. A corresponding advance on the part 
of the jobbers may be expected in the near future. 
Spirits of turpentine have met with many vicissitudes 
of price within the last month. The downward move- 
ment was checked on December 3, one week ago, 
when the price in machine made barrels dropped to 
50c in Chicago, the lowest price at which this product 
has been quoted in a long while. Heavy buying was 
instituted at this point, and an advance to 53c was 
the result. This advance has nullified the demand 
and the market is now in a stagnant condition.

COPPER. 

For the second week in many weeks quotations re- 
main unchanged. No heavy buying movement is to be 
discerned, the only business being that contracted for 
at prices below those appearing at present. Prices 
suffered a slight reaction in London, and New York 
was wholly without interest. It is said that heavy 
orders were placed by brass manufacturers in the 
East and that these orders will necessitate a stinting of 
the foreign shipments. These reports could not be 
verified, however, and are apparently only bullish 
rumors. Jobbers continue to quote at 2Ic, base, 
Chicago.
